Ducournau  to  Retire 
After  41  Years  Here 

Alfred  L.  Ducournau,  professor 
of  chemistry  and  a  member  of 
the  Northwestern  State  College 
faculty  for  41  years,  will  retire 
at  the  end  of  the  current  spring 
semester. 

A  native  of  Natchitoches,  Du- 
cournau attended  Louisiana  State 
Normal,  the  University  of  Texaa 
and  the  University  of  Iowa,  re- 
ceiving his  master  of  science  de- 
gree from  Iowa.  He  later  attend- 
ed the  University  of  Chicago,  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  the 
University  of  Indiana,  and  Stan- 
ford University. 

He  served  as  principal  at 
Reeves  High  School,  and  taught 
chemistry  and  mathematics  at 
Rayne  and  Crowley  high  schools. 
In  1945,  he  served  as  a  summer 
visiting  professor  at  Louisiana 
State    University. 

When  he  retires  this  spring, 
Ducournau  will  have  devoted  46 
years   to   education   in   Louisiana. 

Ducournau  was  a  charter  mem- 
ber of  the  Louisiana  Academy 
of  Sciences,  serving  as  secretary- 
treasurer  for  several  years,  and 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Ameri- 
can  Chemical   Society. 

One  of  the  pioneers  of  science 
education  in  Louisiana,  Ducour 
nau,  in  his  early  years,  encour- 
aged interest  in  chemistry 
through  liquid  air  demonstra- 
tions in  high  schools  throughout 
Louisiana. 

He  is  married  to  the  former 
Emelyn  Cason  and  resides  at  120 
Texas  Street  in  Natchitoches. 


The  Louisiana  State  Board  of 
education  announced  Saturday, 
May  7,  approval  of  a  leave  of 
absence  for  President  John  S. 
Kyser,  effective  Aug.  15,  and  ap- 
pointment of  Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kil- 
patrick, dean  of  the  college,  a3 
acting    president. 

Dean  Kilpatrick  will  become 
Acting  President  Aug.  15  anl 
will  assume  the  presidency  of  the 
college  in  July,  1967,  when  Dr. 
Kyser's  retirement  officially  be- 
gins. 

The  Board  passed  a  resolution 
in  recognition  of  the  outstand- 
ing service  rendered  by  President 
Kysei'  during  his  12-year  term 
at  Northwestern. 

Dr.  Kilpatrick  joined  the  ad- 
ministrative staff  at  the  college 
March  10,  coming  from  N'ortheast 
Louisiana  State  College  where  he 
had  served  since  1951,  He  had 
been  assistant  professor,  teaching 
health  and  physical  education, 
mathematics  and  education  and 
also  serving  as  athletic  director 
and  basketball  coach.  During  the 
period  1958-1966  he  was  a  full- 
time  member  of  the  School  of 
Education  faculty,  teaching  psy- 
chology and  education.  Prior  to 
leaving  for  Northwestern,  Dr. 
Kilpatrick  served  as  chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Elementary 
and  Secondary  Education  at 
Northeast. 

He  had  been  a  teacher  and  bas- 
ketball and  football  coach  at 
Jonesboro-Hodge  high  school 
prior  to  joining  the  Northeast 
faculty. 

The  new  Northwestern  presi- 
dent attended  Northeast  and 
earned  his  undergraduate  degree 
from  Northwestern.  His  master's 
and  doctorate  degrees  were  earn- 
ed at  LSU,  the  latter  in  August, 
1965. 

Dr.  Kilpatrick  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  Civitan  Club  and 
served  as  Lieutenant  Governor 
of  the  Louisiana  District  of 
Northwest  Civitan  International. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Natchito- 
ches Rotary  Club,  and  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Masonic  Lodge,  a  32nd 
degree  Mason,  and  a  Shriner, 

Receiving  numerous  honors, 
Dr.  Kilpatrick  was  named  one  of 
the  outstanding  citizens  of  Mon- 
roe and  West  Monroe  by  the 
Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  in 
1954.  He  was  named  basketball 
Coach  of  the  Year  by  the  Louisi-

Russell  Library — Manuscripts, 
such  as  plantation  account  books, 
diaries,  journals,  business  records, 
etc.,  are  most  useful  to  the  con- 
tinuing program  of  the  college. 
Photocopies  of  maps  pertaining 
to  Louisiana  in  the  French  Ar- 
chives are  available  for  purchase 
and  others  may  be  secured  from 
the  Library  of  Congress.  Also 
necessary  is  the  "build  up"  of  re- 
search files  of  Louisiana  news- 
papers. In  addition,  funds  should 
be  available  for  the  librarian  to 
buy  books  in  all  areas  when  an 
oppoi'tunity  presents  itself.

Most  college  divisions  urged 
continuation  of  efforts  to  secure 
funds  for  an  increased  number  of 
scholarships  in  various  academic 
areas.

Plagued  by  a  mid-season  bat- 
ting slump  and  shaky  pitching 
in  the  early  campaign.  Northwes- 
tern finished  the  baseball  season 
with  a   16-17-1  overall  record. 

Coach  Cracker  Brown's  De- 
mons dumped  McNeese  twice  in 
their  final  doubleheader  of  the 
season  to  end  up  with  an  11-10-1 
Gulf  States  Conference  record.
